BY-LAW NUMBER 1469 


A By-Law to Repeal By-Law Number 1418 and to Appoint Mem- 
bers to the Peel County Health Unit Board. 


WHEREAS By-law Number 1418 for the County of Peel pro- 
vides for the appointment of members to the Board of Peel County 
Health Unit; 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient to repeal the said 
By-law and to pass a new By-law providing for the appointment of 
members to the Board of the Peel County Health Unit; 


NOW THEREFORE, the Municipal Corporation of the County 
of Peel, by the Council thereof, enacts as follows: 


(1) THAT E. S. Blair shall be appointed a member of the 
Board of the Peel County Health Unit for a period of one year from 
the date hereof.

(5) The party doing work under this Agreement will furnish the 
Engineer for the other party with all plans, specifications, con- 
tracts, measurements and information relating to the work which 
he may require and give him or his agent free access to the work 
at all reasonable times for the purpose of inspecting the same and 
permit him or his agent to examine all books, accounts, records 
and correspondence in relation thereto. 


(6) This agreement will not have any force or effect unless ap- 
proved in writing by the Minister of Highways and upon being so 
approved shall be deemed to have come into force and effect on the 
day and year first above written.

and a half percent (514%) per annum which is the amount of the 
debt intended to be created by this by-law; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the said principal sum 
of $400,000.00 of the said debt shall be payable in yearly instal- 
ments of principal during a period of ten years, namely, during the 
years 19 to 19 inclusive, in the respective amounts set forth 
in the Schedule “A” to this by-law; 


AND WHEREAS the said sum of $400,000.00 does not exceed 
the net cost of the said undertaking to the said Corporation after 
deducting any amounts received by way of subsidy or contribution 
from the Province of Ontario or otherwise. 


THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE CORPORATION OF 
THE COUNTY OF PEEL, ENACTS AS FOLLOWS :— 


1. That for the purpose aforesaid the Corporation shall 
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borrow upon the credit of the Corporation a sum not exceeding 
$400,000.00 and shall issue debentures therefore in sums of not 
less than $50.00 each.

To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


1. We are in receipt of the Municipal Road Expenditure 
Auditor’s Report of the Department of Highways of Ontario for the 
year 1958. We recommend that this be filed. 


2. We have a letter from the Department of Transport re 
lands for sale, being a parcel of land 34’ wide for road widening 
purposes in part of lots 6 to 10, Concession E.H.S., in the Township 
of Toronto for a price of $3,000.00 per acre. We recommend that 
the Department be informed that the County is not interested in 
purchasing this parcel of land.

losses. 


1. WHEREAS since the Ist day of April, 1958, a large 
number of animals have become infected with rabies in the 
Province of Ontario, with considerable loss to owners of domestic 
animals ; 


2. AND WHEREAS the Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Peel deems it advisable that owners of cattle, horses, 
goats, sheep and swine be indemnified in respect of losses suffered 
by reason of rabies ; 


3. AND WHEREAS the Council deems it advisable to accept 
the offer of each of the Government of Canada and Ontario to pay 
to the County forty per cent (40%) of the amounts paid by the 
County as indemnity to owners of the cattle, horses, goats, sheep 
and swine in respect of such losses from rabies since the 1st day of 
April, 1958, in accordance with the following terms: 


(a) That the Government of Canada provide such services as 
are necessary to determine that the losses to the owners 
of the above-mentioned animals were a result of rabies, 
and pay forty per cent (40%) of the amount of the 
valuation fixed by the county valuer; 


(b) That the Government of Ontario provide such services as 
are necessary to provide for instruction of valuers and 
co-ordination of the services under the plan for indemni- 
fication and pay forty per cent (40%) of the amount of 
the valuation fixed by the county valuer ; 


(c) That the County Council appoint one or more valuers to 
determine the amounts of the losses to the owners of the 
afore-mentioned animals and pay for the services of the 
valuer and the amount of the indemnification to the 
owners thereof. 


4. THEREFORE, the Council of the County of Peel enacts 
as follows: 


(a) Neil Little, of Snelgrove is appointed in and for the 
County of Peel as valuer to determine the value of cattle, 
horses, goats, sheep and swine that, by certificate issued 
by the Veterinary-General of Canada, have been certified 
as having died in the County as a result of rabies on or 
after the Ist day of April, 1958, and to carry out such 
other duties as may be assigned to him in respect of the 
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valuations, including the making of reports required for 
the payment of compensation to the owners of the cattle, 
horses, goats, sheep and swine; 


(b) The remuneration to be paid to the said Neil Little for 
services rendered as valuer is fixed at $1.25 per hour plus 
(rate of pay) .10¢ per mile driven on duty. 


(c) The Treasurer of the County is authorized to pay to the 
owners of the live stock the amount of the value thereof 
as determined by the valuer.

a) The per diem rate and mileage be paid for attendance of 
Councillors shall be at a rate fixed by By-law from time 
to time. 


b) The per diem rate and mileage will apply to all Committee 
meetings duly called and at which a quorum is present. 


c) In the event of a Committee meeting being called and no 
quorum is present those present may present their report 
to Council including the attendance fees and mileage re- 
quested and if carried by Council such approval shall entitle 
those Committee Members to receive the appropriate fee 
and mileage. 


d) Committee Chairman and others designated by him or 
Council or the Warden who are called upon and do attend 
various functions directly connected with the Councils busi- 
ness may present a report of such activity to the Council 
including such fees and mileage requested and if approved 
such approval shall entitle him or them to receive the 
appropriate fees and mileage; if such an occurance is in- 
cluded in a monthly report of any committee then the said 
occurance shall be reported by separate paragraph in such 
report with the fees and mileage requested.

As requested by County Council at its recent session, 
prices were obtained from the Robert Simpson Co. Limited, Con- 
tract Division for renovation and decorating the old Registry Office 
and Court House. The tender of Eaton’s Contract Department and 
Rice Construction Co. Limited for renovation and decorating the 
old Registry Office and Court House has been accepted by your 
Committee as this was the lowest tender received. 


3. An advertisement was placed in the Brampton paper offer- 
ing for rent the front part of the old Registry Office. The only 
application received was from Davis and Davis, Barristers, Bramp- 
ton. We recommend that the front part of the old Registry Office 
be rented to the firm of Davis and Davis for the sum of $175.00 per 
month on a three year lease.

The County Co-ordinator has further been instructed to 
prepare inspection sheets outlining all the items included in the 
standing orders and to carry out a complete inspection of all 
County Buildings every two months.

1. We have the Ontario Municipal Board approval for the sale 
of debentures in the amount of $400,000.00 for road construction.

4. We have a letter from the Ontario Department of High- 
ways, approving the special contribution toward the Construction 
of Cawthra Road, County Road +17, from the Queen Elizabeth 
Way to Highway +5 in the Township of Toronto, as per section 5 
of the April Report of your Committee. We recommend that this 
be filed. 


5. We have a report from the Engineer, stating that County 
Bridge #138, being located on the Boundary Line, between the 
Counties of Peel and Wellington, adjacent to Lot 11, Concession 6 
E.H.S., Township of Caledon, is inadequate, and should be replaced 
in the very near future. 


We recommend that the County of Wellington be informed 
that it is the intention of the 1959 Road Committee to recommend 
to the Council of 1960 that this structure be constructed in 1960 
with the costs to be borne equally between the two Counties. 


6. We have a letter from Mr. William Arch of the Village of 
Streetsville regarding the dusty condition of County Road #8. 
This dust condition has been rectified, and we therefore recommend 
that this letter be acknowledged and filed. 


7. We have a By-law from the Corporation of the Village of 
Caledon East to restrict the speed of motor vehicles on County 
Road +7 within the limits of the Village.

A By-Law to Authorize the Borrowing of $1,600,000.00 for the 
Purpose of the Brampton District High School Board, County 


of Peel. 
WHEREAS with the approval of the Ontario Municipal Board 
by its Order P.F.D. , dated the day of 


1959, By-law Number 1487 was passed on the 12th day of March, 
1959, to authorize the borrowing upon debentures for the purpose 
of constructing and equipping a new High School in the Brampton 
High School District Area. 


WHEREAS the said debentures have not yet been issued or 
sold; 


NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Peel, pursuant to Section 342 of the Municipal Act, 
R.S.O. 1950, Chapter 243, ENACTS as follows: 


1. The Warden and the Treasurer are hereby authorized in 
the name of and on behalf of the Corporation to borrow from time 
to time, by way of promissory note, from the Royal Bank of Canada, 
Brampton, Ontario, a sum or sums not exceeding in the aggregate 
One Million Six Hundred Thousand Dollars ($1,600,000.00) for the 
aforementioned purpose and to give, on behalf of the Corporation to 
the Bank, a Promissory note or Notes sealed with the Corporate 
seal and signed by the Warden and the Treasurer, for the money so 
borrowed with interest which may be paid in advance or otherwise, 
at a rate not exceeding 534,% per annum.

WHEREAS the Council of the Corporation of the County of 
Peel is under a statutory obligation imposed by the Registry Act, 
R.S.O. 1950, c. 336, s. 6 to keep the County Registry Office located 
in the Town of Brampton in good repair and properly heated, 
lighted, cleaned and ventilated; and in pursuance of such obligation 
has decided to have alterations made and to install equipment to air- 
condition such Registry Office at a total cost of $50,000.00; 


AND WHEREAS the purpose of this by-law is to provide for 
the issue of debentures to cover such expenditure on the terms 
hereinafter mentioned; 
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AND WHEREAS by an order dated the day of 
1959, the Ontario Municipal Board has approved such expenditure 
and the passing of all requisite by-laws including debenture by- 
laws; 


NOW THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE CORPOR- 
ATION OF THE COUNTY OF PEEL ENACTS AS FOLLOWS :— 


1. That for the purposes aforesaid there shall be borrowed 
on the credit of the Corporation of the County of Peel at large the 
sum of $50,000.00 and debentures shall be issued therefore in sums 
of not less than $100.00 each.

A By-law for stopping up a certain road allowance as shown in the 
original Survey of the part of West half Lots 13 and 14, Con- 
cession 3 West Hurontario Street of the Township of Caledon 
and as herein more particularly described.

A By-law to authorize the borrowing of $200,000.00 upon deben- 
tures of the County of Peel for construction and improvement 
of Highways. 


WHEREAS the Corporation of the County of Peel has by by- 
law adopted a plan of county road construction and maintenance 
and established a county road system, including Dixie Road, the 
6th Line East and No. 17 Sideroad (hereinafter referred to as ‘‘said 
roads’) under the Highway Improvement Act, 1957; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient to improve the said roads by 
grading and paving at a total estimated cost of $874,600.00 and The 
Ontario Municipal Board by its order dated the 6th day of July, 
1959, has approved of the construction of such improvements and 
the issue of debentures in a principal amount not exceeding $400,- 
000.00 repayable over a period not exceeding ten years; provided, 
however, that the amount to be debentured shall not exceed the net 
cost to the municipality after deducting any grant or contribution 
from the Province of Ontario or from any other source in respect 
of said works; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the said Corporation 
should now raise the sum of $200,000.00 for the purposes afore- 
said by the issue of debentures on the terms hereinafter mentioned 
pursuant to the authority contained in The Highway Improvement 
ACtS1957 


AND WHEREAS the said sum of $200,000.00 does not exceed 
the net cost of the said works to the municipality after deducting 
any grant or contribution from the Province of Ontario or from 
any other source in respect of the said works; 


THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE CORPORATION OF 
THE COUNTY OF PEEL ENACTS AS FOLLOWS: 


1. That for the purpose aforesaid the Corporation shall 
borrow upon the credit of the Corporation a sum not exceeding 
$200,000.00 and shall issue debentures therefor in sums of not less 
than $50.00 each.

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Six and One-Half Per Cent (614%) per annum payable annually 
and shall have coupons attached thereto for the payment of interest. 

2. The said debentures shall all be dated the 15th day of 
December, 1959 and shall be payable in ten annual instalments of 
principal on the 15th day of December in each of the years 1960 to 
1969, both inclusive, and the respective amounts of principal pay- 
able in each of such years shall be as shown in Schedule “A” here- 
to annexed. 


3. That the said debentures shall be payable as to both prin- 
cipal and interest in lawful money of Canada at the principal office 
of The Royal Bank of Canada in either of the Cities of Toronto or 
Montreal or at the office of the said Bank in the Town of Brampton, 
Ontario, at holder’s option.

SECOND MARCH REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 
To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 


Your Committee on Hospital Financing begs to report as fol- 
lows: 


1. Your Committee considered at length the Financing of 
Hospitals cuminating in the following unanimous resolution: 
“Whereas the obtaining of funds for hospital construction has 
become increasingly difficult. 

And whereas the municipalities of the County of Peel are from 
time to time requested to supply funds therefor. 

Now be it resolved that the Corporation of the County of Peel 
shall henceforth supply funds for hospital construction in any 
municipality in the County of Peel, subject to the following: 


(1) The construction must be eligible for Federal and Provincial 
per bed grants totalling $4,000.00. 


(2) The plans and specifications and deed must have been 
approved by the Ontario Hospital Services Commission. 


(3) The plans and specifications must be satisfactory to County 
Council. 


(4)The amount of the County Grant will he $8.000.99 per bed 
where the cost per bed is not less than $12,000.00; where the 
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cost per bed is less than $12,000.00, the grant shall be reduced 
by the amount that the cost is less than $12,000.00; where the 
cost per bed is in excess of $12,000.00, consideration for a 
County Grant in excess of $8,000.00 will only be given where the 
Council is satisfied that all other sources of monies for hospital 
construction (apart from municipal grants) have been exhausted 
and the Council is also satisfied that the excess costs are merited 
by special circumstances. 


Be it further resolved that a hospital construction Com- 
mittee be formed consisting of five members of County Council 
and the Warden to make recommendations from time to time 
to County Council with respect to the above mentioned grants. 
And be it further resolved that the County assume all existing 
debenture debt for hospitals of all municipalities in the County 
on the same terms as such debentures were originally issued, at 
the first of the year following the making of the first grant under 
this scheme.

As requested by the Road Committee I wish to submit the fol- 
lowing in an attempt to establish a firm policy for future land 
purchases for road widening. 


(1) It is in my opinion that in the past some property owners 
have deliberately placed various members of this Committee in 
awkward positions by drawing out comments that at a later date 
are either conflicting or embarrasing to the Committee member 
or to your land Purchaser. The request of a property owner to 
discuss expropriation matters with his Reeve or Deputy-Reeve 
18 normal and is definately an asset to the public relations of this 
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Department, if properly handled. I would therefore request that 
before any member of this committee commits himself to the prop- 
erty owner, that I have the privilege of first discussing this mat- 
ter with the Committee Member. I feel that this policy will be ad- 
vantageous to all concerned and will also enable us to be consis- 
tant in our land purchase settlements. 


(2) The question of compensation for trees has been a con- 
tentious problem in the past. Two basic facts must be acknowled- 
ged by this Committee in order to clarify this matter. 


(a) Every tree could be of some value to the property owner. 


(b) The property owner should enjoy the same position that he 
enjoyed prior to the road widening. 


(3) The subject of tree compensation is broken down as follows: 
LAND ZONED AGRICULTURE 
Lands zoned agriculture and used for farming purposes. 


Land zoned agriculture but purchased for other than farm pur- 
poses, should be classified and judzed accordingly. 


(a) Fruit trees to be evaluated separately. 


(b) Trees located in front of a farm house for a frontage of 150’ 
will usually be of a higher value than the remainder of the trees. 


(c) Trees used 2s a windbreak or shade tree for cattle will 
usually be of a higher value. 
(d) All other trees at the discretion of the appraiser. 


LOTS ZONED RESIDENTIAL 
(a) All trees to be evaluated and compensated for regardless 
of frontage. 


LAND ZONED INDUSTRIAL 
(a) Similar vo land zoned agriculture without additional allow- 
ance for windbreaks, shade trees for cattle and fruit trees.

A By-law to Authorize the borrowing of $5€0,000.00 upon deben- 
tures of the County of Peel for Construction and Improvement 
of Highways.

BY-LAW NUMBER 1545 


A By-law to provide for raising funds to assist in Hosrital Con- 
struction in the County of Peel. 


WHEREAS the population of the County of Peel has in- 
creased rapidly and has resulted in an increased demand for hosp- 
alization services. 


AND WHEREAS the County of Peel has been requested 
from time to time to make grants to assist in construction of 
hospitals that are being constructed in the County of Peel. 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed advisable to have a uniform 
plan for the purpose of raising funds and granting assistance 
for the construction of needed hospitals in the County of Peel. 


NOW THEREFORE the Municipal Corporation of the County 
of Peel, enacts as follows :— 
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(1) That the County of Peel shall make a grant to a 
Hospital Board to assist in construction of a Hospital in the said 
municipality of $8,000.00 per bed where it is established to the 
satisfaction of the Council of the County of Peel that the cost per 
bed is not less than $12,000.00. 


(2) That the County shail make a grant where the costs 
per bed is less than $12,000.00, of $68,000.00 less the amount by 
which the cost is less than $12,000.00 per bed. 


(8) The County further shall make a grant where the 
cost per bed is in excess of $12,000.00 of an amount exceeding 
$8,000.00 provided that the Council of the County of Peel is sat- 
isfied that the Hospital Board requesting the grant, has exhaust- 
ed all other sources of obtaining funds, apart from Municipal 
Grants, and provided further that the Council of the County of 
Peel is satisfied that costs in excess of $12,000.00 per bed are 
justified by special circumstances. 


(4) The plans and specifications must be approved by the 
Council of the County of Peel in «all cases. 


(5) The Council of the County of Peel reserves the right 
to amend this By-law in the events that the grants from the Gov- 
ernment of the Dominion of Canada and the Province of Ontario 
are revised. 


(6) No grant shall be made unless the hospital to be con- 
structed, or the addition to the hospital, is eligible for Federal 
and Provincial grants together totalling at least $4,000.00. 


(7) No grant shall be made unless the plans and specific- 
ations and the need for the hospital construction whether it is to 
be a new hospital or an addition to an existing hospital, have been 
approved by the Ontario Hospital Services Commission. 


(8) That a County Council Hospital Construction Com- 
mittee be formed consisting of five members of the council of 
the County of Peel and the Warden. The duties of the said Com- 
mittee is to make recommendations from time to time to the 
Council of the County of Peel with respect to grants. 


(9) That the County of Peel assume all existing deben- 
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ture debt for hospitals of all municipalities in the County of 
Peel on the same terms as such debentures were originally issued, 
at the first of the year following the making of the first grant 
under the scheme.

TO THE WARDEN AND MEMBERS OF COUNCIL 
OF THE 
CORPORATION OF THE COUNTY OF PEEL 
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Pursuant to the authority and direction of Section 86 Sub- 
section (1) of the Assessment Act, | beg to submit the following 
report: 


I feel that in the ten municipalities within the County, the total 
amount of the taxable assessment shown on the local Assessment 
Rolls made in 1959 for 1960 taxes bear a just relation to one an- 
other and therefore the total assessment of each should be the 
equalized total for each municipality for County purposes. How- 
ever,due to the annexation of part of the Township of Chingua- 
cousy by the Town of Brampton effective March 1st, 1960, it has 
been necessary to deduct the assessed value of the annexed prop- 
erty from the total as shown on the assessment roll prepared by 
the Township of Chinguacousy, and add the same to the total of the 
Assessment Roll prepared by the Town of Brampton. 


The aforementioned annexation will be in effect for only ten 
months of the year 1960, but I have taken it for granted that the 
Town of Brampton shall collect the full amount of County taxes 
from the ratepayers within the annexed in the year 1960. There- 
fore, the full amount of the assessment value has been included in 
the total equalized assessment for the Town of Brampton. 


The total taxable assessment in the County has been in- 
creased from $126,846,923 in 1959 to $137,332,093 in 1960, or an 
increase of 8.27 per cent, and the population from 93,775 in 1959 
to 99, 597 in 1960, or an increase of 6.21 per cent. 


The percentage increase in assessment of each municipality is 
shown below in order of greatest increase. For the Town of Bramp- 
ton and the Township of Chinguacousy the figures in brackets 
show the percentage increase after annexation.

Town of Brampton 15.11 per cent (16.86)

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This year I have prepared the usual schedule for your infor- 
mation and guidance which is a proposed schedule for equalization 
showing each municipality’s percentage of County taxes for 1961 
and for comparison shows the percentage for 1960 taxes based on 
1959 equalization. In addition I have compiled a sheet showing the 
breakdown of the various classes of assessments liable to tax- 
ation, and the percentage each bears to the total taxable assess- 
ment. 


It is worth noting that due to the fact that some of the Avro 
properties at Malton were not in use at the time the assessments 
were made by the Township of Toronto in 1959 the properties were 
not liable for business assessment. This resulted in a reduction of 
buiness assessment of almost a million dollars, as compared to 
the preceding year on the same properties. 


Regular meetings of all the local assessors are held within 
the County, at which the assessors discuss their problem and mat- 
ters pertinent to assessment. I wish to express my Sincere apprec- 
iation to all the assessors, other municipal officials and members 
of Council for their kind co-operation and assistance during the 
past year.

A By-law to License Nursing Homes. 


THE COUNCIL of the Corporation of the County of Peel 
ENACTS AS FOLLOWS :— 
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1. In this By-law: 
(a) “Board” means the Local Board of Health for the County 
of Peel. 


(b) “Nursing Home” means any premises in which persons 
are cared for or lodged for hire where, in addition to steeping 
accomodation and meals, personal care, nursing services, med- 
ical care and treatment are provided or made available, 


(c) “Occupier means the person who operates a nursing 
home under this By-law, 


(d) ‘‘Personal Care’’ means personal services such as the 
provision of aid to residents in walking or in climbing or des- 
ecending stairs, in getting in or out of bed, in feeding, dressing; 
bathing or in other matters of personal hygiene, and includes 
the preparation of special diets, the provision of tray service 
for meals, the supervision of medication and other similar types 
oi personal aassistance, 


(e- “Resident” means a person who is cared for or lodged 
for hire in a nursing home. 


2. No person shall, within the lmits of the County of 
Peel, operate a nursing home unless or until he has obtained a 
license therefor from the County. 


3. A fee of $10.00 shall be paid by the occupier for the 
license issued to him. 


4. Each license shall be issued in respect of a specified 
location and the license shall not be used by the occupier for a 
location other than the one specified therein. 


5. Each license shail be issued in respect of a specified 
number of persons and the occupier shall not permit a number 
of persons greater than that specified in the license to be 
cared for or lodged for hire at the location in respect of which 
the license is issued. 


6. Every applicant for a license or renewal of a license to 
operate a nursing home shall submit a written application in 
which he shall state: 


(a) the name and address of the applicant; 
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(b) location of the premises for which the license is sought. 


(c) the number of rooms used for sleeping accomodation by 
the residents and the number of beds in each. 


(d) the maximum number of residents which the applicant 
proposes to accomodate at one time; 


(e) the number of bath-tubs or showers, wash-basins and 
flush toilets available for use by the residents; 


(f) such other information as the Board may require. 


7. Each application for a license or renewal of a license 
shall be accompanied by: 


(a) a certificate of an officer authorized to inspect build- 
ings under the Fire Marshals Act certifying that the premises 
have been inspected by him within 3 months oi the date of ap- 
plication and that they are reasonable safe from fire hazard; 
and 


(ob) a certificate of the Medical Officer of Health certifying 
that the premises have been inspected by him or his represent- 
ative within three months of the date of the application, and 
that, in his opinion, they are in reasonable comvliance with the 
requirements of this By-law. 


8. The occupier shall provide sleeping accomodation for 
residents in rooms with a minimum of; 


(a) 400 cubic feet of air space and 50 square feet of floor 
space for each person under sixteen of age, 


(b) 600 cubic feet of air space and seventy-five square feet 
of floor space for each person sixteen years of age and over, 
and each room so used shall contain at least one wndow open- 
ing directly to the outsie air, and the size of the window shall 
be not less than 10 per cent of the floor area of the room and 
shall be capable of being opened or closed at all times. 


9. Sleeping accomodation shall not be provided in any 
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space in the pemises used as a lobby, hallway, closet, bath 
room, stairway or kitchen. 


10. The occupier shall provide toilet and bathing facilities 
which are readily accessible to all residents with a minimum of 
one wash basin and one flush toilet for every eight residents 
and one bath-tub or shower for every twelve residents. 


11. The occupier shall not admit or retain as a resident 
any maternity case, or any person who requires treatment for 
alcoholisim, drug addiction, mental illness or disease, or any 
person who requires active medical or surgical care or treatment 
of a kind usually provided in a hospital. 


12. The occupier shall; 


(a) provide for nursing services for residents by or under 
the supervision of a registered nurse, and 


(b) ensure that medical care or attention are made available 
by a duly qualified medical practitioner to residents as requir- 
ed. 


18. The occupier shall employ such persons who are in 
the opinion of the Board of the Medical Officer of Health suf- 
ficient in number and qualified to provide the nursing services 
and personal care required by the residents. 


14. The occupier shall provide; 


(a) nourishing meals at regular intervals and special diets, 
where required, prepared by or under the supervision of a com- 
petent person, and 


(b) adequate and sanitary supplies of milk and drinking 
water. 


15. .The ocupier shall keep or cause to be kept a register 

of persons resident in the nursing home which shall set forth; 

(a) the name, age, sex, and former place of abode of each 
resident, 


(b) the date and circumstances of his admission to the home, 
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(c) a record o all medical examinations after admission, the 
diagnoses and orders of duly qualified medical practitioners, 
and the medicines medications and treatments prescribed or 
administered, 


(d) the date, the circumstances of his discharge from the 
home and the name and address of the person or institution in 
whose care or to which he was discharged, 


(e) in the event of the death of the resident, a record of the 
circumstances of the death and the name and address of the 
person claiming the body, and 


(f) such other additional information as may be required by 
the Medical Officer of Health. 


16. The occupier shall maintain the nursing home in a 
thoroughly clean, safe and sanitary condition, and without 
limiting the generality of the foregoing, he shall; 


(a) eliminate fire hazards including the provisions and maint- 
enance of 


(i) protection from radiators or other heating equipment, 


(ii) water supplies adequate for all normal needs including 
those of fire protection, and 


(iii) at least two separate means of egress to the outside 
from floors with sleeping accomodation ; 


(bo) maintain a minimu mtemperature of 68 degrees Faren- 
heit in the nursing home from the 1st of October to the 31st of 
May ; 


(c) have the premises inspected at least once in every 6 
months by an officer authorized to inspect buildings under the 
Fire Marshals Act; 

(d) have the premises inspected at least once in every 6 
months by the Medical Officer of Health or his representative; 


(e) keep all parts of the building free from rubbish, garbage, 
ashes, flammable materials and other debris; 
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({) keep the cellar of the nursing home well drained and vent- 
ilated ; 


(g) keep the nursing home weatherproof, free from damp- 
ness, adequately heated, and all heating equipment in good re- 
palr ; 


(h) maintain adequate kitchen equipment and facilities to 
insure the proper preparacion and proveccion of food; 


(1) take all necessary steps to keep the building free from 
vermin, insects and pests. 


17. The Medical Officer of Health or his representative 
an officer authorized to inspect buildings under The Fire Mar- 
hals Act or an employee of the Corporation required to admin- 
ister or enforce the povisions of this By-law may encer a nurs- 
ing home at any and all reasonable times for the purpose of in- 
speciing’ the premises and every part thereof to ascertain wheth- 
er the provisions of cthis By-law ae being or have been com- 
plied with and it shall be an offence for any person to prevent 
or obstruct any such official from carrying out his duties under 
this By-law. 


18. In every nursing home, the license shall be posted 
in a conspicuous place in the lower hallway and a printed copy 
of this By-law shall be made available by the occupier for ex- 
amination upon the request of any resident in the nursig home. 


19. The County may at any time revoke any license issued 
under this By-law, and notice thereof- shall be given by the 
County by registered letter mailed to the occupier at the address 
in respect of which the license was issued. 


20. Each license shall be in force for one year from the 
Ist day of January to the 31st day of December. 


21. No person shall be required to be licensed hereunder | 
if the Municipality having a population of over 5000 and in 
which his nursing home is situated has lodged with the Clerk 
of the County a certified copy of a nursing home By-law duly 
passed in that Municipality.

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ment with the Township of Toronto to cover construction of the 
Sixth Line within the Police Village of Malton.” We recommend

3. Prequalified tenders have been called for the construction of the 
Cheltenham Bridge and the Sixth Line East in the Police Village of 
Malton to close on August 3, 1960.

Brampton Fifteen per cent (15%) 


3. The Municipalities’ portion of the maintenance cost of all rail- 
way crossings existing at the present time be shared equally by 
Toronto Township and Chinguacousy Towrship. 


4. Any individual project estimated to cost more than $3,000.00 
shall for the purpose of this agreement be deemed to be a const- 
ruction item and shall not fall within the classification of work to 
be performed under this agreement. All such projects estimated to 
cost more than $3,000.00 shall be items for negotiation between 
the abutting Municipalities concerned. 


5. The location of any service or utility proposed to be construct- 
ed on this boundary road must receive the approval of the Mun- 
icipalities abutting the work, together with the approval of the 
County, prior to such service or utility being constructed.

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BY-LAWS 


BY-LAW NUMBER 1575 


A By-law to establish and maintain an emergency Measures Civil 
Defence Organization in and for the Municipality of Peel 
County. 


WHEREAS the Government of Canada has deemed it nec-— 
essary to create an Emergancy Measures Organization to co-ord- 
inate duties and functions of Government departments and ag- 
encies having responsibilities in a national emergency in the ev- 
ent of enemy action. 


AND WHEREAS the Government of the Province of Ont- 
ario accordingly has deemed it advisable to revise the Ontario 
Civil Defence Organization by establishing a Committee to be 
known as the Emergency Measures Organization of Ontario, to 
formulate and carry out plans relating to survival operations 
continuity of civil government, civil defence and natural disasters ; 
to co-ordinate the functions of the various departments and ag- 
encies of the Ontario Government relating to these matters and 
to maintain a liaison ard working relation with other agencies 
and organizations of the Government of Canada, of the other Prov- 
inces of Canada, the municipalities in Ontario and of the nearby 
States of the United States of America engaged in like matters. 


AND WHEREAS Section 387 of The Municipal Act pro- 
vides that by-laws may be passed by the councils of all municip- 
alities for the establishment and maintenance of emergency meas- 
ures civil defence organizations, and for providing moneys for 
emergency measures and civil defence, for the purposes of emer- 
gemcy measures civil defence organizations and for the cost of the 
operation of such organizations, and for similar work within the 
municipality, 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient to establish and 
maintain an Hmersency Measures Civil Defence organization for 
the Corporation of the Municipality of the County of Peel. 
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THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Munic- 
ipality of the County of Peel enacts as follows: 


1. An emergency Measures Civil Defence organization is 
hereby established to be known as the Peel County Emergency 
Measures Organization. 


2. The Municipal Emergency Measures Organization shall 
consist of the following: 


Chairman—The Clerk 


Members—The Fire Co-ordinator 
Named as Co-ordinator for Police 
The Medical Officer of Health 
The Manager of the Family and 
Children’s Services, operated by the 
County Children’s Aid Society 
The County Engineer 
The Treasurer 
‘The Assessor 


Secretary—The Co-ordinator-Public Survival 
All for the time being. 


3. (1) There shall be a committee of Council of emergency 
plans to be known as the Emergency Measures Committee, to con- 
sist of three or more members of Council to be appointed from time 
to time by resolution of the Council. 

(2) The Clerk shall be Secretary of the 
Emergency Measures Committee and will be responsible to the 
Committee for the co-ordination of all matters related to the con- 
tinuity of the municipal government in time of national emergency. 


4. The Emergency Measures Committee may name or as- 
sign, subject to the approval of Council, such persons as it may 
deem advisable to provide key personnel to perform duties re- 
lated to continuity of municipal government and public survival. 


5. The Council shall by by-law from time to time appoint a 
Co-ordinator-Public Survival and such other municipal employ- 
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ees as may be required to assist him. 


6. The Co-ordinator-Public Survival is responsible for the 
implementation of policy as formulated by the Council and under 
the direction of the Clerk, the duties performed by the Co-ordin- 
ator-Public Survival include the following: 

(a) Co-ordinate the emergency plans of municipal departments 
and services having immediate responsibilities in the event of a 
national emergency and natural disaster and to prepare plans 
for public survival. 

(b) To work closely with provincial authorities who may be 
assigned to comparable duties. 

(c) To maintain effective liaison with the appropriate Can- 
adian Army authorities in the area. 

(d) To conduct civil defence orientation courses for the train 
ing of personnel who would have an emergency role. 

(e) To conduct a public self-help educational programme. 

(f) To perform other related duties as required by the Council. 


7. The terms of employment, working conditions and sal- 
ary schedule for the Co-ordinator-Public Survival shall be within 
the framework of existing standards for municipal officials 
within this municipality for comparable responsibility. 


8. The annual cost of operating the organization shall be included 
in the annual estimates of the municipality and the Clerk shall so 
notify the Committee at least two weeks prior to the date on which 
the municipal estimates are to be considered and the Committee 
shall submit withim one week thereafter its estimate for the exp- 
enditures necessary during the forth coming year for the operation 
and maintenance of the organization so that they may be consider- 
ed together with all other municipal estimates. 


9. (1) The Committee is resvonsible for the preparation of the an- 
nual measures civil defence financial assistance project as approv- 
ed by the Council to indicate to the Province and to the Federal 
Government the amount of public funds required for the cost of the 
organization. 


(2) The Committee shall submit such financial assistance pro- 
ject to the Emergency Measures Organization of Ontario not later 
than the 31st day of March in each year. 
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10. The Committee is responsible for submitting to the Em- 
ergency Measures Organization of Ontario amendments to such 
projects and claims against such projects to recover appropriate 
amounts of public funds from the Province and the Federal Gov- 
ernment in Accordance with the terms of the Financial assis- 
tance agreement between those governments. 


11. In the event of natural disaster, the Council may sub- 
mit through the head of the Council a request to the Minister of 
Planning and Development of Ontario for authority to call out 
regularly enrolled emergency measures civil defence volunteers 
to assist the municipal authorities to control the disaster and 
to alleviate distress when it has been determined that the man- 
power resources under the direct control of the municipality have 
been committed to disaster operations and it has been found that 
these are insufficient or inadequate to effectively control the dis- 
aster.

BY-LAW NUMBER 1576 


A By-law to Provide for the Supplementary 1960 Additional 
Expenditures on Roads under the Highway Improvement 
Act in the County of Peel. 


WHEREAS the Highway Improvement Act requires that the 
total expenditure on roads be provided for annually by County 
by-law and that the by-law be submitted to the Minister of High- 
ways for approval. 


THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the said 
County enacts as follows: 


1. The sum of $798,200.00 is hereby estimated as the additioral ex- 
penditure upon the construction and maintenance of the roads and 
bridges under its jurisdiction during the year 1960 as follows:- 
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CONSTRUCTION 
Roads $583,200.00 
Bridges and Culverts 215,000.00 
TOTALS $798,200.00 


2. The said monies shall be expended under the supervision of the 
duly appointed county road superintendent and on work performed 
in accordance with The Highway Improvement Act. 


3. The clerk shall transmit duplicate copies of this by-law to the 
district office of the Municipal Roads Branch, Department of 
Highways, not later than March 31st, of the said year. 


4. The approval of the Ontario Municipal Board shall be obtained ~ 
before any expenditure is authorized or work commenced which 
will be financed by the issue of debentures or monies raised in a 
subsequent year.

BY-LAW NUMBER 1577 


A By-law to authorize the borrowing of $313,500.00 upon deben- 
tures of the County of Peel for construction and improvement 
of Highways. 


WHEREAS pursuant to the Provisions of the Highways Improv- 
ement Act, R.S.O. 1957, Chapter 43, it is expedient that the Corp- 
oration of the County of Peel should raise the said sum of Three 
Hundred and Thirteen Thousand, Five Hundred Dollars ($313,500 
.00) for the purpose of meeting the actual expenditure for the con- 
struction and improvement of highways in the County of Peel by 
the issue of debentures of the said Corporation bearing interest at 
six percent (6%) per annum which is the amount of the debt in- 
tended to be created by this by-law ; 


AND WHERKEHEAS it is expedient that the principal of the said 
debt shall be payable in yearly instalments of 
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principal during the period of ten years, namely, during the years 
19 to 19 inclusive, in the respective amounts set forth in 
Schedule ‘A’ hereto annexed ; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the whole raceable property of 
the said Corporation, according to the last revised and equalized 
assessment rolis of the local municipalities of which the County is 
is composed is $137,332,093.00 ; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of the existing debenture debt of 
the said Corporation is $38,614,900.00 and no part of the principal 
or interest of such debt is in arrears; 


AND WHEREAS more than two-thirds of the members of the 
County Council of the County of Peel present and voting hereon 
consent to the passing of this by-law; 


AND WHEREAS by an order dated the LOyday7 Ofer 

19 the Ontario Municipal Board has approved the said under- 
taking and the passing of all requisite by-laws, including de- 
benture by-laws in an amount not exceeding $313,500.00, repay- 
able over a term not exceeding ten years, provided, however, that 
the amount to be debentured shall not exceed the net cost to the 
municipality after deducting any amounts received by way of 
subsidy or contribution from the Province of Ontario, or other- 
wise ; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the: Corporation of the 
County of Peel should raise the said sum of $313,500.00 required by 
the said Board for the purpose aforesaid by the issue of debentures 
of the County of Peel from time to time; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the Corporatiom of the 
County of Peel should now raise the sum of $313,500.00 required by 
the said Board for the purpose aforesaid by the issue of debentures 
of the County of Peel bearing interest at the rate of six percent 
(6%) per annum which is the amount of the debt intended to be 
created by this by-law; 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient that the said principal sum of 
$313,500.00 of the said debt shall be payable in yearly instalments 
of principal during a period of ten years, namely, during the years 
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19 to 19 inclusive, in the respective amounts set forth in the 
Schedule “A” to this by-law; 


AND WHERHEAS the said sum of $313,500.00 does not exceed 
the net cost of the said undertaking to the said corporation after 
deducting ary amounts received by way of subsidy or contribution 
from the Province of Ontario or otherwise. 


THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE CORPORATION OF 
THE COUNTY OF PEEL, ENACTS AS FOLLOWS:- 


1.That for the purpose aforesaid the Corporation shall borrow 
upon the credit of the Corporation a sum not exceeding $313,500.00 
and shall issue debentures therefor in sums of not less than $50.00 
each. Each debenture shall bear interest at the rate of six percent 
(6%) per annum payable annually and shall have coupons attached 
thereto for the payment of interest. 


2. The said debentures shall all be dated as of the day of 
19 and shall be payable in ten annual instalments of 
principal on the day of in each of the years 19 
to 19 inclusive, and the respective amounts of principal pay- 
able in each of such years shall be as shown in Schedule “A” here- 
to annexed. 


3. That the said debentures shall be payable as to both principal 
and interest in lawful money of Canada at the principal office of 
the Royal Bank of Canada in either of the cities of Toronto or 
Montreal, or at the office of the said bank in the Town of Brampton, 
Ontario, at holder’s option. 


4. The said debentures shall be sealed with the Seal of the Cor- 
poration and signed by the Warden or by some other person author- 
ized by By-law to sign the same, and by the Treasurer. The said int- 
erest coupons shall be signed by the Treasurer and his signature 
thereon may be written, stamped, lithographed or engraved. 


5. Commencing in the year 19 and thereafter in each year 
in which an instalment of principal of the said debt and irterest 
become due, the Corporation shall levy and raise the specific sum 
shown for the resvective year in the fourth column of the said Sch- 
edule. Such sum shall be levied and raised by a special rate suffic- 
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ient therefor, over and above ali other rates, upon all the rateable 
property in the Municipality. 


6. The said debentures may contain a clause providing for the 
registration thereof authorized by any statute relacing to municipal 
debentures in force at time of the issue thereof. 


7. This by-law shall take effect on the date of tne final passing 
thereof.

WHEREAS the local municipality is not separated from the 
County and the following street herein forms part of the County 
Roads System of the County; mamely, 


County Road Number Seven; being the Malton Airport Road 
extending from a point approximately 800 lineal feet south from 
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the intersection of County Roads Numbers 5 and 7 in the Police 
Village of Maltom in the Township of Toronto, Northwesterly for 
a distance of approximately 3800 lineal feet, and being part of 
the Road Allowance between Concessions 6 and 7, E. H. S. through 
Lots 10, 11 and 12 of the said Township to the North limits of 
the Police Village of Malton.

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As requested by the Road Committee a study has been cond~ 
ucted by the Engineering Department regarding structures in the 
County of Peel. This study was requested by the Committee to re- 

view and amend existing County By-laws assuming various str- 
uctures as County Bridges and also to investigate the feasibility of 
assuming additional bridges presently under the jurisdiction of the 
various Municipalities. 


This report has been divided into two parts as follows: 
(4) boundary Line Bridges. 
(2) Other Bridges 


It should be noted that structures under the jurisdiction of 
the Ontario Department of Highways, on County Roads and under 
the jurisdiction of Municipalities adjacent to the County of Peel 
have not been included in this report. 


1. BOUNDARY LINE BRIDGES: 


The Council of the County of Peel in June 1927 passed By-law 
No. 680 assuming various Boundary Line Bridges.and two (2) ad- 
ditional bridges, not on a Boundary Line as County Bridges. 


Schedule No. 1 of By-law No. 680 and amendments thereto 
is shown as Appendix “A” attached to this report. 


The intent of this By-law regarding Boundary Bridges was 
that the County would be able to maintain and construct 
these bridges more efficiently than the two abutting Municipalities. 
Bridges numbered 30 and 32 in the above noted By-law were assum- 
ed by the County to assist the Municipalities in which the struc- 
tures are situated. It would now avvear that the Boundary Line 
Bridges should remain under the jurisdiction of the County of Peel 
and as it is not the intention of the County to revert any bridges 
back to the Municipalities that bridges numbered 30 and 32 should 
also be included. 


The recommendation of the Engineering Department is that no 
changes be made in By-law No. 680 except that Schedule 1 be am- 
ended so as to include any chanees that have been made through- 
out the years. The amended Schedule would be as shown as Ap- 
pendix ‘‘B” attached hereto. 
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2. OTHER BRIDGES: 


A study was made of all bridges under the jurisdic'cion of the 
various Municipalities in the County of Peel. The list of these 
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bridges is shown as Appendix “C” attached here‘o. 


The Engineering Department has studied these bridges and 
the recommendation is that all structures in excess of a 70 ft. span 
be assumed by the County of Peel. This would mean that all struct- 
ures presen'ly in excess of a 70 ft. span and any existing struct- 
ures that should be enlarged to more than a 70 ft. span would be 
now assumed as County Bridges. 


The bridges in excess of a 70 ft. span have been recommended 
to become County Bridges as scructures of a 70 ft. spam or less are 
relatively simple to design and construct and are also not a heavy 
financial burden to the Municipality in which these structures are 
situate. 


The following is a resume’ of a study of all existing structures 
with a span of 50 ft. or more. The bridges as numbered are shown 
in Appendix ‘C’’. 


Bridges numbered 1, 2 and 3 are of adequate span. 


Bridge number 4, should be increased to a greater span, ind- 
icated by larger structures upstream. 


Bridge number 5, now a temporary bailey bridge should be 
enlarged to a 120 ft. span similar to the one now under construction 
by the County immediately upstream on the 3rd. line West. 


Bridge number 6, being downstream from bridge number 5 
should be increased for the same reason. 


Bridges numbered 7, 8 and 9 in the Town of Brampton are of 
adequate size as they span the canal. 


Bridge number 10, is now obselete. 


Bridge number 11, would appear to be of adequate size as a 
mew structure of 60 foot span has just been constructed immed- 
iately upstream.

Bridges 12, 18 and 14 are of adequate size. 


Bridge number 15, should be increased to a span of more ‘than 
70 feet as structures upstream are 60 and 65 feet respectively. 


Bridge number 16, should be increased to a span of more than 
70 feet as the bridge upstream at Inglewood is a 120 foot span. 


Bridges number 17 to 21, inclusive are of adequate size. 


The structures recommended to become County structures are 
those above with an existing span or a proposed span in excess of 
70 ft. and shown as Appendix ‘‘D” attached hereto. 


CONCLUSIONS: 
(1) By-law No 680 be ammended as shown as Appendix “B”’. 


(2) A By-law be prepared and passed assuming structures 
as listed as Appendix ‘“D”’’. 


(8) That consideration should be given in the future by the 
Council of the County of Peel to the assumption of additional str- 
uctures in excess of a 70 ft. span that may be required at some 
later date.

I beg to submit herewith the detailed statement of money 
expended in accordance with the Regulations of the Department 
of Highways of Ontario on the Peel County Road System during 
the period January 1, 1960 to December 31st, 1960. 


The tabulated statements, declarations, etc., required by the 
Department of Highways in submitting the petition for the sub- 
sidy have also been prepared and submitted. 


The mill rate was 6.07 mills. This raised $618,802.30 for 
County Roads and $151,158.50 for payment of Debentures. Deben- 
tures for $85,000.00 were sold in 1960, and $486,000.00 to be sold 
in 1961 for 1959 and 1960 exnenditures. Details of Expenditures 
are shown on the following pages. 


The Paving Programme was continued, as outlined in the 
Construction portion of this report.

(2) Measurements referred to in subsection (1) above shall in- 
clude the bark and be taken at a point on the tree eighteen inches 
above the highest point of the ground at the base of the tree. 


2. This by-law shall not apply to 


(a) trees that are to be cut for use or sale as Christmas trees; 


(b) diseased or insect infested trees that should be cut or removed 
to prevent disease or insects from spreading to other trees; 


(c) trees that have been damaged by disease, insects, wind, ice, 
fire, lightning, or other cause to an extent that the content of 
merchantable timber in such trees is not likely to increase; 
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(d) trees of poor form and quality that should be cut to improve 
the health and development of the remaining trees in the 
stand, or other trees that should be removed to improve grow- 
ing conditions (such as thinnings or improvement cuttings). 


(e) trees growing on locations for fireguards, skid-ways, or log- 
ging trails; 


(f) trees that should be cut or removed to provide access for cut- 
ting other trees that are to be cut. 


(g) tree growing in any woodlot having an area not exceeding 
two acres. 


(h) where, in the opinion of the Officers, special circumstances 
exist which warrant the cutting of trees of less than the mini- 
mum sizes heretofore mentioned, for example, without limit- 
ing the generalities of the foregoing, when the owner of the 
land wishes to clear it for cultivation, the said officers may 
authorize in writing the cutting of such undersized trees. 


3. Three officers to enforce the provisions of this by-law may be 
appointed by resolution of council and an officer so appointed shall 


(a) not be a member of council for the County of Peel 


(b) hold office for such term as may be specified by resolution 
of the council; and 


(c) be paid an allowance tor salary at the rate of $10.00 per day 
when engaged in the enforcement of this by-law and an 
allowance for travelling expenses at the rate of 10 cents per 
mile travelled in the enforcement of this by-law.

To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


1. Your Committee wishes to advise that By-Law No. 1588 to 
assume bridges in the County of Peel has now been approved by the 
Municipalities in which the bridges are situate thereby meeting the 
requirements of Section (2) of the said By-Law making the complete 
By-Law now effective. We recommend that these Municipalities be 
so notified. 


2. We are in receipt of the approval of Peel County By-Law No. 
1600 from the Ontario Department of Highways regarding the salary 
of the County Engineer. We recommend that this be filed. 


3. Weare in receipt of a letter from the Streetsville and District 
Chamber of Commerce outlining the condition of the 4th Line West 
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from Streetsville to Highway No. 401 and requesting the County of 
Peel to reconstruct this portion of the 4th Line in the year 1961. We 
recommend that this be filed. 


4. Weare in receipt of a letter from the Solicitors for the General 
Accident Assurance Co., insurers for the County of Peel advising of a 
claim in connection with the accident on Malport Road in November, 
1960. We recommend that this be referred to the County Solicitor. 


5. Weare in receipt of a letter and plan from the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Highways advising of an assumption of a portion of land 
adjacent to Highway No. 5 in the Township of Toronto. We recom- 
mend that this be acknowledged and filed.

The following is a brief report regarding the present status of the 
Malport Road from the Police Village of Malton to the Peel-Metro- 
politan Toronto Boundary Line. 


April 11, 1961 


To the Chairman and Members of the Road Committee, 


A Committee composed of the Department of Highways, Depart- 
ment of Transport, A. V. Roe Limited, Metropolitan Toronto, Toronto 
Township and the County of Peel have recently met to determine the 
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type of road that will be required to be constructed, the date of the 
proposed construction and the allocation of costs. To date these 
decisions have not been reached but it would appear that meetings 
in the near future will be successful at a technical level for submis- 
sion to the various authorities. 


The need for an improved facility has been increased due to the 
proposed opening of the new Aeroquay in 1962. The entrance to the 
Aeroquay will be located a considerable distance south of the existing 
Terminal Entrance. The Department of Transport have indicated that 
the existing Terminal Entrance will be of little importance after the 
opening of the Aeroquay. 


The foregoing is now submitted since a request has been received 
to construct an additional lane on the east side of the existing road 
to facilitate the turning movements into the Terminal Entrance. 


It is the intention of the Road Department to stabilize the gravel 
shoulders of this road with an application of prime as normal main- 
tenance work this spring. 


It is therefore our contention that an additional lane should not be 
constructed as a primed shoulder will be adequate for 1961, by which 
time a construction date for the new road will have been determined 
and the opening date for the new Aeroquay will be less than one 
year, at which time the existing entrance will be of little importance.

REPORT OF COUNTY ASSESSOR FOR THE YEAR 1961 


To the Warden and Members of Council of the Corporation of the 
County of Peel. 


Persuant to the authority and direction of Section 93 (1) of the 
Assessment Act R.S.O. 1960 I beg leave to report as follows: 


In my opinion the assessment in the ten municipalities have been 
prepared in a manner of uniformity which requires no adjustments 
for equalization. The attached schedule for your information and 
guidance in passing the equalization By-Law proposes that the 
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equalized assessment for each municipality should be identical to the 
assessment used for local purposes as illustrated in the Schedule. 


The total taxable assessment in the County has been increased 
from $137,332,093 in 1960 to $153,679,993 in 1961 or an increase of 
11.90 per cent, and the population increased from 99,597 in 1960 to 
105,520 in 1961 or an increase of 10.59 per cent. 


The percentage increase in assessment of each municipality in 
order of greatest increase is as follows:

The attached schedule shows the percentage each municipality's 
equalized assessment bears to the total County Equalized Assess- 
ment, but this will not be the percentage used for County Levy 
in 1962 by reason of the following amendment to the Assessment Act 
Section 94 (3) R.S.O. 1960 as amended in 1961: 


(3) ‘“Where in the preceding year a municipality has received 
or becomes entitled to a payment in lieu of taxes from the 
Crown in right of Canada, except payments received 
under Section 245, or from the Crown in right of Ontario 
or any board, commission, corporation or other agency 
thereof or the Hydro-Electric Power Commission of On- 
tario, the valuations of the properties for which such 
payments are made shall be increased or decerased by 
the same per cent, if any, as the aggregate valuations 
of such municipality made in that year are increased or 
decreased under subsection 1, and for the purpose of 
county rates the amount so obtained shall be added to 
the aggregate valuations of the municipality as increased 
or decreased or adopted under subsection 1.” 


The valuations mentioned in Section 94 (3) will therefore have to 
be added to the equalized assessments to find the percentage for 1962 
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levy and the figures are not yet available as the valuations are not 
reported until later in the year. 


Also attached hereto is a schedule showing the breakdown of 
the various classes of assessment liable to taxation for each muni- 
cipality and the percentage each bears to the total taxable assess- 
ment. 


An important amendment to the Assessment Act 1961 provides 
for the appointment of a county assessment commissioner instead of 
a county assessor, ond for your information and study, Section 98a 
R.S.O. 1960 as passed at the 1961 Session of the Ontario Legislature 
reads as follows: 


(98a) (1) “The council of a county may, with the unanimous 
assent of the members thereof, pass a by-law ap- 
pointing a county assessment commissioner who 
shall have all the powers, duties and privileges 
under this and every other Act of an assessor, an 
assessment commissioner or a@ county assessor in 
respect of the county and the townships, towns 
and villages in the county and who shall be deem- 
ed for the purposes of this and every other Act to 
be the assessor for each of such local municipali- 
ties. 


(2) An assessment commissioner appointed under this 
section may employ such assisiants and other 
staff for the performance of his duties as may be 
authorized by the council of the county. 


o9 


Where a by-law is passed in any year by the 
council of a county under this section, the county 
shall not, after the 3lst day of December in that 
year, appoint or continue to employ a county 
assessor under section 93, and the townships, 
towns and villages in the county shall not, after 
that date, appoint or continue to employ an assess- 
ment commissioner or assessors, and, atter that 
date, at the request of the county assessment com- 
missioner, all the books, records and documents 
relating to the work of the assessment departments 
of such local municipalities shall be turned over 
to the county assessment commissioner. 


(4) Where a by-law is passed in any year by the 
council of a county under this section, section 130 
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does not apply atter the 3lst day of December of 
that year in any township, town or village in the 
county. 


(5) No by-law passed under this section shall be re- 
pealed without the approval of the Minister.” 


A number of other amendments were passed to conform to this 
new system such as special courts of revision and the elimination of 
the county equalizaiton by-law, etc. No doubt a more equitable 
valuation could be made under this system, especially if a re-assess- 
ment were to be made. It is possible that a few minor services that 
really belong to the clerk’s and taxing departments are at present 
performed by the local assessment department. However, this prob- 
lem could probably be solved by the co-operation of the departments. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to all the assessors, 
other municipal officials and members of Council for their kind co- 
operation and assistance during the past year.

A By-Law to Authorize the Assumption of $273,014.34 in Debentures 
Payable in Lawful Money of Canada and $623,000.00 Payable 
in Lawful Money of the United States of America. 


WHEREAS the Peel Memorial Hospital Associaiton operates a 
public hospital in the Town of Brampton and The South Peel Hospital 
operates a public hospital on Hurontario Street in the Township of 
Toronto; 


AND WHEREAS the Corporations of the Town of Brampton, the 
Town of Port Credit, the Township of Toronto and the Village of 
Streetsville have granted aid to the Peel Memorial Hospital Associa- 
tion or the South Peel Hospital and have issued debentures therefor 
as more particularly shown in Schedule “A” hereto annexed; 


AND WHEREAS the amount of principal outstanding as at Janu- 
ary [, 1961, the amount of interest payable and the amount of princi- 
pal repayable in each of the years 1961 to 1976, both inclusive, for 
each municipality, is shown in Schedule ‘'B” and Schedule ““C” hereto 
annexed; 


AND WHEREAS the Peel Memorial Hospital Association and 
The South Peel Hospital serve all of the residents of the County of 
Peel. 


AND WHEREAS the Corporation of the County of Peel has agreed 
to assume the repayment of the principal of and the interest on the 
outstanding debentures amount to $273,014.34 in lawful money of 
Canada and $623,000.00 in lawful money of the United States of 
America as at January 1, 1961; 


AND WHEREAS the Ontario Municipal Board has approved 
the purpose of this By-law by its order dated the

NOW THEREFORE- THE COUNGIL OFslLHE CORPORATION OF 
THE COUNTY OF PEEL ENACTS AS FOLLOWs:— 


l. For the purpose aforesaid and in each year of the currency 
of the debentures there shall be levied and raised annually com- 
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mencing in 1961 by a special rate sufficient therefor, over and above 
all other rates, and at the same time and in the same manner as 
other rates, on all the rateable property in the County of Peel, the 
respective amounts falling due for principal and interest in each year 
set forth in the fourteenth column of Schedule ‘’B” hereto annexed. 


2. For the payment of the principal of and interest on the said 
debentures issued by the Corporation of the Township of Toronto 
payable in lawful money of the United States of America there shall 
be levied and raised annually commencing in 1961, such amounts 
as may be necessary to provide the respective amounts shown in 
Column 4 of Schedule “C” hereto and such amounts shall be levied 
and raised annually by a special rate sufficient therefor over and 
above all other rates on all the rateable property in the County of 
Peel.

MAY REPORT OF THE AGRICULTURAL AND REFORESTATION 
COMMITTEE 


To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 


Your Committee on Agriculture and Reforestation begs to report 
as follows: 


1. We recommend approval for payment accounts listed on the 
attached pay sheet totalling $508.45. 


2. We are in receipt of a letter from the Department of Lands 
and Forests acknowledging receipt of a resolution from the county of 
Essex endorsed by this Council. We recommend that this letter be 
received.

BY-LAW NUMBER 1623 


A By-Law To Authorize The Borrowing Of Certain Monies From The 
Royal Bank Of Canada To Meet The Current Expenditure Of The 
Corporation Of The County Of Peel For Good Roads Purposes For 
The Year 1961. 


WHEREAS it is necessary to borrow the sum of $900,500.00 from 
the Royal Bank of Canada to meet the now current expenditure on 
Good Roads in the County of Peel for the year 1961, until the time 
the taxes levied therefore can be collected, and the grant of money 
received from the Provincial Government, and the proceeds received 
from the sale of debentures; 


NOW THEREFORE, the Municipal Corporation of the County of 
Peel, by the Council thereof, enacts as follows:— 


(1) That the Warden with the Treasurer of the said Corporation 
be and they are hereby authorized under the seal of the Corporation 
to borrow from the Royal Bank of Canada the sum of $900,500.00 as 
the same may be required from time to time to meet the now current 
expenditure of the said Corporation as well as the amount carried 
over from 1960. 


(2) That the Warden and the Treasurer aforesaid be and they 
are hereby authorized to pay or allow the said Bank, interest, on the 
said sum of $900,500.00 at the rate of 5 percent per annum, or the 
best rate of interest available which may be paid, or allowed in 
advance by way of discount or otherwise howsoever they deem best.

(c) trees that have been damaged by disease, insects, wind, ice, 
fire, ligntning, or other cause to an extent that the content of 
merchantable timber in such trees is not likely to increase; 


(d) trees of poor form and quality that should be cut to improve 
the health and development of the remaining trees in the 
stand, or other trees that should be removed to improve grow- 
ing conditions (such as thinnings or improvement cuttings); 


(e) trees growing on locations for fireguards, skidways, or log- 
ging trails; 


(f) trees that should be cut or removed to provide access for 
cutting other trees that are to be cut; 


(g) tree growing in any woodlot having an area not exceeding 
two acres; 


3. Three officers to enforce the provisions of this by-law may be

To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads begs to report as follows: 


1. We have a letter from Mr. A. G. Davis, Q.C., Solicitor for the 
County, requesting a Direction authorizing the transfer of lands from 
Alberta McCallum directly to George F. Gill in conjunction with the 
jog elimination at the Dixie-Burnhamthorpe intersection. The follow- 
ing resolution was passed by your Committee: 


“That the Solicitors for Alberta McCallum be authorized to make 
deed directly to Gill instead of the County of Peel.” We recommend 
the approval of this resolution.

Gentlemen: 


The following report regarding the County Road System is re- 
specttully submitted for your consideration. 


Existing Conditions 

The County Road System now totals 170.0 miles and is outlined 
on the attached maj of the County. At the completion of the 1961 
construction season the classification of the roads will be as follows: 
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[ee @oncretercncaurormix cisphalt mul. = ee 60.0 miles 
2. Granular Base prepared for pavement 19.2 miles 
3. Old pavements and double surface treatment 47.9 miles

170.0 miles 


By applying a priority rating to each road arrived at by the need 
for improvement based on the 1960 traffic study it has been estimated 
that approximately 67% of the County Road System is now con- 
structed to an acceptable standard. Upon the completion of the 
paving of the 19.2 miles that will be prepared for paving this year this 
figure will be raised to 71%. This increase of only 4% appears to be 
low for approximately 20 miles of paving but it should be noted that 
the roads that are reconstructed and now only require paving have a 
high acceptability rating. It should also be noted that these figures 
assume that several of the existing gravel and prime roads are 
acceptable for the present day tratfic. 


Criteria 


The Department of Highways have recommended to the Counties 
cf Ontario the following six criteria as guides in determining desir- 
able County Roads. The criteria should be applied in the sequence 
shown, and are as follows: A county road should do one or more of 
ihe following: 


1. Connect cities, towns, villages, police villages and hamlets 
of more than 150 persons in 500 acres or less, to each other and to 
the King’s Highways System by the shortest route along existing road 
allowances, unless such a service is now provided by the King’s 
Highway System. 


2. Provide County Road Service to consistent attractors of heavy 
vehicles such as quarries, gravel pits and saw mills in continuous 
operation, sale barns, army and air force camps, mines, et cetera. 


3. Provide County Road Service parallel to major topographical 
barriers to free traffic movement on the local road system, and where 
necessary and feasible, on crossings of such barriers. 


4. Provide County Road Service close to summer resort areas. 


5. Provide County Road Service on those roads which are ex- 
tensions of arterial streets in urban municipalities to the first inter- 
section where the annual average daily trattic is below 400 V.P.D., 
then connect to either a county road or King’s Highway by the 
shortest route. 
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6. Provide County Road Service within the cells formed by the 
King’s Highways and the County Roads laid out by the above, where 
the cells so formed are greater than 8 miles across when the popu- 
lation density is less than 20 persons per square mile, 6 miles across 
when the population density is less than 40 persons but greater than 
20 persons per square mile, and 4 miles across when the population 
density is greater than 40 persons per square mile. 


Upon applying these criteria to the Peel County Road System it 
is obvious the existing system has been exceedingly well chosen. 
Developments in areas such as Clarkson, Peel Village and Bramalea 
have somewhat dated the Road System and the following is an out- 
line of the effects of these developments. 


Developments 


The various developments in the southern portion of the County 
have changed the road requirements although not to the extent that 
would at first be expected. The southern portion of Toronto Township 
has developed in a manner so as to utilize the existing Road System, 
particularly the King’s Highways. The south east portion of the 
Township is well serviced in the north-south direction by County 
Roads, this also applies to the south-west portion although the exist 
ing Fifth Line West is very inadequate south of the Queen Elizabeth 
Way. The Fifth Line West north of the Queen Elizabeth Way should 
be constructed at least to Highway 5 in the very near future and be 
extended northerly as required by the developments. The east-west 
King’s Highways with the Queen Elizabeth Way, 403 and 401 being 
controlled access leaves a shortage of a major collector road in this 
direction, particularly in the Streetsville area. Metropolitan Toronto 
and Department of Highways have plans for linking the Lower Base 
Line into the junction of Highways 401, 403 and 27 and it would 
therefore appear that with this important easterly connection and 
with the proposed development in the Streetsville area that the Lower 
Base Line should at some future date become a County Road. 


The developments of Peel Village and Bramalea have already 
progressed to such an extent that a considerable amount of traffic 
is generated in this area. The Upper Base Line is now important 
enough to be assumed as a County Road, thus making the Base Line 
a County Road from the West limits of the County to Clairville. 
Metropolitan Toronto is planning a major east-west artery to meet 
this road in the vicinity of Clairville. The completion of the Dixie 
Road from Derry Road East to Highway No. 7 as a County Road 
would provide a major north-south artery and a connection between 
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Highways 2, Queen Elizabeth Way, 5, 403, 401 and 7, thus relieving 
the tratfic on Highway No. 10. 


The Road System north of Highway No. 7 is well integrated with 
the existing King’s Highways and is adequate for the present time. 


Assumptions and Reversions 


As previously outlined, the Road System has been well chosen. 
All the roads meet the criteria of the Department of Highways and 
therefore should remain in the County Road System and not be re- 
verted to the local municipalities. 


The question of adding additional roads to the County Roads 
System is one which most Counties in Ontario have in the past fought 
desperately against. This does not appear logical in a growing 
County such as Peel. It would appear that a more logical approach 
to the subject would be that where a County Road System exists 
that it should grow with the development of the County. If the 
Couny Roads are constructed and expanded as required by increased 
development and therefore increased assessment there should be no 
additional burden to the taxpayer. 


Peel County has been catching up on a sizeable backlog of 
capital construction but it would now appear that the County Road 
System can now best serve the residents of the County by expanding 
so as to be beneficial to the new developments. 


Conclusions 


1. That consideration be given to the assumption of the Lower 
Base Line as a County Road from the West to the East limits of the 
County as soon as development commences in the Streetsville area, 
and/or a structure is built over the Etobicoke River by the Townships 
of Etobicoke and Toronto. 


2. That the Upper Base Line road between the Township of 
Toronto, the Town of Brampton and the Township of Chinguacousy 
from the 4th Line West to the 6th Line East be assumed as a County 
Road. 


3. That the Dixie Road from Derry Road East to Highway No. 7 
be assumed as a County Road.

Re: Contracts No. 5H-60 and No. 1A-61 


It has been brought to our attention that consideration may be 
given to awarding one or both of the above noted contracts to a 
contractor other than the low bidder. We are therefore submitting the 
following to indicate our opinion in this matter for your consideration. 


The function of the Engineering Department regarding tendering 
procedures is to prepare clear, concise and fair tenders and to 
publicly advertise for bidders to submit prices for completing works 
in accordance with the instructions of the Committee. In the past we 
have also been required to advise the Committee of the capability 
of various contractors. This is no longer required as the Committee 
has instituted a system of prequalification of bidders which ensures 
that all contractors who are issued with tender forms and therefore 
allowed to tender are capable of satisfactorily completing the re- 
quired works. This prequalification procedure has been used in both 
of the above noted contracts. 


The question of Municipalities giving preference to local con- 
tractors is one that has caused considerable controversy in the con- 
struction and Municipal fields. Our opinion regarding this matter is 
as follows: Qualifications regarding Contractors should be clearly 
stated before the issuing of tenders. It would be inconceivable for 
any Village, Town or Township in the County of Peel to restrict bid- 
ders on large contracts to those who reside in the Municipality con- 
cerned. Similarly we feel that it would be inconceivable for the 
County of Peel to restrict bidders to those contractors who reside 
within the County. Should this requirement be enforced on future 
contracts in addition to the prequalification ratings required it would 
be quite possible to receive only one bid on a future tender call. 
This would of course defeat the purpose of public tendering to in- 
crease competition and ensure that value is received for monies 
spent. In this instance where the contractors were not restricted from 
bidding because of their geographical location, we feel that this 
should not be a consideration for these tender awards. 


The Ontario Road Builders Association whose aims are to develop 
the highest standards of construction and business methods and pro- 
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mote liason with government have taken a definite stand on this 
matter. The following is a quotation from a letter from the O.R.B.A. 
to the County of Bruce concerning a tender award by the County of 
Bruce to the second bidder on a small bridge construction project: 


“The primary objective of all county contract awarding authori- 
ties, under the competitive bidding system, is to attract as many 
responsible tenderers as possible, at each letting. Our Association 


records its conviction that Bruce County, in rejecting this lowest bid 
from a properly qualified source, is defeating this commendable 
principle. We believe that responsible bidders will lack a desire to 
undertake the sizeable cost of estimating and bidding on your work, 
under such adverse circumstances.” 


We concur with this quotation and do feel that if the policy of 
awarding the tender to the lowest qualified bidder is not adhered to 
that the competition on future tender calls will be greatly reduced. It 
should also be noted that the three low bidders on each of the above 
noted contracts are presently listed as members of the O.R.B.A. 


The Municipal Roads Branch of the Ontario Department of High- 
ways will of course, only subsidize these contracts to the limit of the 
lowest qualified bid received. This in terms of dollars is not signi- 
ficant in this case although it does indicate that the Department feels 
that the low bid should be accepted. The Ontario Department of 
Highways contracts on prequalified tenders calls are invariably 
awarded to the low bidder. This we feel is particularly significant 
in contracts such as the two in question as approximately 55% of the 
monies spent by the County on this type of a contract has been raised 
by various means by the Provincial Government. 


In conclusion we feel that it would be in the best interests of the 
County of Peel to adopt and adhere to a policy of awarding tenders 
to the low bidder on all prequalified contracts.

AUGUST REPORT OF THE GOOD ROADS COMMITTEE 


To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


l. We are in receipt of a resolution from the County of Grey 
regarding the cost of snow removal and requesting the Ontario De- 
partment of Highways to increase the subsidy to 75% of the expendi- 
tures. We recommend that this be filed. 


2. We are in receipt of the signal location plans for the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Crossing and the Derry Road West. The follow- 
ing resolution was passed by your Committee: 


“Resolved that the Warden and Clerk be authorized to sign the 
signal location plan for the installation of signals and short arm 
gates at County Road No. 5 and the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Crossing.” We recommend the approval of this resolution. 


3. A technical Committee composed of the Department of High- 
ways, Department of Transport, Metropolitan Toronto, Toronto Town- 
ship and the County of Peel have had several meetings regarding 
the Malton Airport Road. The recommendations of this Committee 
are as follows: 


(1) The Ontario Department of Highways will construct a four lane 
controlled access road from the intersection of Highway 401 and 
Renforth Drive to the new Aeroquay. 


(2) Metropolitan Toronto will widen Dixon Road from Highway 27 to 
the Peel-York Boundary to a four lane facility. 


(3) The Ontario Department of Highways will widen Malport Road 
from the Peel-York boundary to Aeroquay Road providing the 
County of Peel acquire the necessary road widenings. 
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These recommendations have been approved by the Ontario 
Department of Highways and are now being presented to the various 
authorities for consideration. 


The following resolution was passed by your Committee: “Re 
solved that the Ontario Department of Highways be informed that 
the County of Peel is in agreement in principle with the proposal to 
construct the portion of the Airport Road within the County of Peel 
from Peel-York boundary to the new Airport terminal entrance to a 
four lane facility. The County of Peel to provide the road widening 
for a 150 foot road allowance and the Ontario Department of High- 
ways to construct and pay 100% of the construction costs.’ We re- 
commend the approval of this resolution. 


Your Committee also recommends that the 1962 Council give 
consideration of the construction of Malport Road from the Terminal 
entrance to the Police Village of Malton to a four lane facility. 


4. Weare in receipt of a letter from Mr. J. V. Ludgate, Municipal 
Engineer for the Ontario Department of Highways requesting a reso- 
lution of the Road Committee outlining the reason for the non-accept- 
ance of the low tender on Contract 1A-61 which was awarded to the 
second bidder. The following resolution was passed by your Com- 
mittee: 


“Be it resolved that a letter be forwarded to the Department of 
Highways, informing ihe Department that the reason that Contract 
No. 1A-61 was awarded to Peel Construction Limited, is that more 
local labor would be used by awarding the contract to a local con- 
tractor." We recommend the approval of this resolution. 


Clause 4 was ammended by Council (see Resolution 61-95). 


5. Your Committee has investigated the feasibility of starting 
a tree replacement programme on County roads. A programme of 
this type is considered as a Maintenance expenditure. The County 
portion of this proposed expenditure is to be transferred from the 
current Construction By-Law where the funds are available. The fol- 
lowing resolution was passed by your Committee: 


“Resolved that the Ontario Department of Highways be requested 
io approve an additional $15,000.00 for maintenance expenditures so 
that a tree planting programme may be undertaken this year.” We 
recommend the approval of this resolution.

Your Committee on Finance begs to report as follows: 


1. We recommend approval for payment accounts listed on the 
attached pay sheet totalling $1,192.58. 


2. Your Committee met with Mr. Ian Cameron, Fiscal Agent on 
September 8th, 1961. Mr. Cameron submitted a proposal to sell 
$600,000.00, County of Peel Debentures as follows: 


1 to 10 year debentures—5'2% coupon at a price of 
$99.00 less selling commission of 1% and 


11 to 20 year debentures—5%4% coupon at a price of 
$99.00 less selling commission of 1%. 


In accordance with authority granted at the April meeting of County 
Council, the following resolution was passed: ‘That our Fiscal Agent 
be authorized to sell $600,000.00 County of Peel Debentures as follows:

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SEPTEMBER REPORT OF THE GOOD ROADS COMMITTEE 
To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


l. We have a letter from the Ontario Department of Transport 
ocknowledging receipt of the resolution of the County of Bruce en- 
dorsed by Peel County, regarding speed limits on County Roads. We 
recommend that this be filed. 


2. Weare in receipt of the completed agreement from the Town- 
ship of Toronto regarding the storm sewer project on the Derry Road 
West in Meadowvale. We recommend that this be filed. 


3. The question that was raised at the last session of Council, 
regarding the Policing of the Brampton By-Pass and the Upper Base 
Line has been considered by your Committee. 


The Brampton By-Pass is policed to the north limits of the Town 
by the Brampton Police Department. The remainder of the By-Pass is 
policed by the Township of Chinguacousy. That portion of the By- 
Pass within the new limits of the Town can now be signed and en- 
forced as a 30 m.p.h. speed zone and it is the recommendation of the 
Committee that this be done. 


Your Committee feels the policing of the Upper Base Line when 
this road becomes a County Road on January 1, 1962, is a question 
that should be decided by the Police Departments of the Town of 
Brampton and the Townships of Chinguacousy and Toronto and pre- 
sented to the various Councils for consideration. 


4. Negotiations have been completed for the purchase of a par- 
cel of land being part of Lot 11, Concession 1 W.H.S., Township of 
Toronto for a Maintenance Yard to replace the Erindale Yard that has 
been purchased by the Ontario Department of Highways. The fol- 
lowing resolution was passed by your Committee: 


‘Resolved that the Offer to Purchase for land to be purchased on 
Derry Road West for a Maintenance Yard be approved and that the 
Warden and Clerk be authorized to sign this offer.” 

We recommend the approval of this resolution. 


9. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 


“Resolved that the Warden and Clerk be authorized to sign the 
expropriation plan for County Road No. 14, being Lots No. 17 and 18, 
Concessions | to 6 W.H.S. inclusive, Township of Chinguacousy.”

6. The following is the text of a letter prepared by your Com- 
mittee for submission to Mr. J. V. Ludgate, Municipal Engineer for the 
Ontario Department of Highways, in reply to a request for the reason 
that Contract No. 1A-61 was not awarded to the low prequalified 
bidder: 


Wear oir: 


Recently there has been some controversy over the 
actions of County Council in awarding a contract on a pre- 
qualitied basis to other than the lowest bidder. We have 
received a request from you for an explanation of the action 
of County Council on this matter. We will attempt to explain 
as well as we can the reasons for the decision. 


At the time of the tendering for the construction of a por- 
tion of County Road No. 1 we were also tendering for a major 
construction job on County Road No. 5. The estimated cost 
of the construction of County Road No. 5 was approximately 
$210,000.00 and the estimated cost of constructing the portion 
of County Road No. 1 was approximately $75,000.00. Both of 
these contracts were called on a prequalified basis in order to 
assist the Road Committee in tendering the work. Both con- 
tracts closed on the same date and upon opening the tenders 
we found that Curran & Briggs were the low bidders on both 
contracts. In the case of contract on County Road No. I, 
Peel Construction was second low bidder by approximately 


$1,500.00. 


The Road Committee and County Council gave serious 
consideration to the tenders and felt that the time element had 
some bearing on these contracts. Another consideration was 
that Peel Construction’s headquarters are located in the 
County of Peel and while Curran & Briggs own property with- 
in the County of Peel, their main operations are from head- 
quarters in Etobicoke Township. We assumed that the major 
amount of employment for Curran & Briggs would be from 
the Metro district and we did know for a fact that the greatest 
amount of employees from Peel Construction lived in the 
County of Peel, so both County Council and the Road Com- 
mittee felt that coupled with the past performances of Peel 
Construction and with the knowledge that construction work 
was somewhat scarce, that the large contract of $210,000.00 
should be awarded to Curran & Briggs and the smaller con- 
tract should be awarded to Peel Construction. Both contracts 
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could then proceed at the same time and we would be more 
or less insuring that some of our local labour force would be 
kept employed. We did know that this is not a good practice 
to follow, particularly when prequalified tenders are called 
and we can assure you that in the future the Road Committee 
and County Council will pay particular attention to low pre- 
qualified bids before awarding future contracts.

WHEREAS Section 377 of the Municipal Act R.S.O. 1960 provides 
that the Council of a local municipality may enter into an agreement 
with the Council of the County for the construction and maintenance 
of a drainage system; 


AND WHEREAS the following road herein forms part of the 
County Roads System of the County; namely 


County Road Number Five; being the Derry Road West, that 
portion extending from a point approximately 800 lineal feet east 
from the intersection of County Road Number Five and the Second 
Line West in the Township of Toronto, westerly for a distance of 
approximately 1,800 lineal feet and being part of the Road Allowance 
between Lots 10 and 11, through Concessions 2 and 3, W.H.S., in the 
Township of Toronto.

4. Upon completion of the construction of the said storm sewer 
and upon receipt of a statement of the expenditure made by the 
County certified by the County Road Superintendent, the Local Muni- 
cipality shall pay its proportion of such expenditures to the County.

A By-Law to Provide for Raising Funds to Assist in Hospital Con- 
struction in the County of Peel. 


WHEREAS the population of the County of Peel has increased 
rapidly and has resulled in an increased demand tor hospitalization 
services. 


AND WHEREAS the County of Peel has been requested from 
time to time to make grants to assist in construction of hospitals that 
cre being constructed in the County of Peel. 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed advisable to have a uniform plan 
for the purpose of raising funds and granting assistance for the con- 
struction of needed hospitals in the County of Peel. 


NOW THEREFORE THE MUNICIPAL CORPORATION OF THE 
SOuUNT YOR PEEL ENAGIS AS: FOLLOWS: 
(1) That the County of Peel may make a grant to a Hospital 


Board to assist in construction of a hospital in the said municipality 
up to an amount equal to the amount of grant received from the 
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Government of the Dominion of Canada and the Province of Ontario, 
provided that the Council of the County of Peel is satisfied that the 
Hospital Board requesting the grant, has exhausted all other sources 
of obtaining funds. 


(2) That the County of Peel may make an additional grant to a 
Hospital Board to assist in construction of a hospital in the said muni- 
cipality provided that the County Council of the County of Peel is sat- 
fied that such additional costs are justified by special circumstances. 


(3) The plans and specifications must be approved by the 
Council of the County of Peel in all cases. 


(4) The Council of the County of Peel reserves the right to amend 
this By-law in the event that the grants from the Government of the 
Dominion of Canada and the Province of Ontario are revised. 


(5) No grant shall be made unless the hospital to be constructed 
or the addition to the hospital is eligible for Federal and Provincial 
grants. 


(6) No grants shall be made unless the plans and specifications 
and the need for the hospital construction whether it is to be a new 
hospital or an addition to an existing hospital have been approved 
by the Ontario Hospital Services Commission. 


(7) That a County Council Hospital Construction Committee be 
formed consisting of five members of the Council of the County of 
Peel and the Warden. Duties of the said Committee is to make recom- 
mendations from time to time to the Council of the County of Peel. 


(8) That the Council of the County of Peel reserves the right to 
appoint one or more members to the Board of any Hospital receiving 
egrant. 


(9) That By-law Number 1545 for the County of Peel be and the 
same is hereby repealed.

OCTOBER REPORT OF THE GOOD ROADS COMMITTEE 


To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


1. We are in receipt of letters and plans from the Ontario De- 
partment of Highways as follows: 


(1) Assumption of Highway—a portion of Highway No. 5, Township 
of Toronto. 


(2) Assumption of Highway—a portion of the north service road at 
Highway No. 10 and Queen Elizabeth Way interchange, Township 
of Toronto. 


(3) Transfer of Highway—the north service road from Mississauga 
Road to the Peel-Halton Boundary to the Township of Toronto. 


We recommend that these be acknowledged and filed. 


2. We have a letter from Graydon and Cook, Solicitors for 
Messrs. Southgate and Arch, owners of the property at the north-west 
corner of Queen Street and Britannia in the Village of Streetsville ad- 
jacent to the Streetsville Subway. Notification of a claim is given for 
the taking of the lands and also for the manner in which the work 
has been done. We recommend that this be acknowledged and re- 
ferred to the County Solicitor. 


3. Your Committee has considered the possibility of starting a 
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grade separation program to eliminate some of the existing level rail- 
way crossings throughout the County. The following resolution was 
passed by your Committee: 


“Resolved that the Committee recommend to the 1962 County 
Council that a programme of constructing at least one grade separa- 
tion per year at railway crossings be undertaken.” We recommend 
the approval of this resolution. 


4. We have notification from the Township of Albion of a Muni- 
cipal Board Hearing to be held on November 13, 1961, at Palgrave 
regarding the building set back Bylaw on County Roads, within the 
Township of Albion. We recommend that the Road Committee and 
the Engineer be authorized to attend this hearing on behalf of the 
County and since this By-law has been passed as a result of a re- 
quest from the County that the Committee be instructed to support 
this application. 


5. Tenders have been called for the application of a Dix-Seal 
surface coat on County Road No. 9 from Sandhill to the Peel-York 
boundary a distance of seven miles. These Tenders close on Octo- 
ber 20, 1961, and your Committee would therefore request permission 
of Council to award this tender before the next session of Council. 


6. We have a letter from the Ontario Department of Highways 
advising that Mr. L. O. Fiander the District Municipal Engineer for 
Toronto District has been assigned to Head Office and that Mr. J. G. 
Tillcock has been appointed to fill this vacancy. We recommend 
that this be filed. 


7. Your Committee is concerned that the Ontario Department 
of Highways have not as yet assumed that portion of the Fifth Line 
West between Highway No. 122 and the Queen Elizabeth Way in the 
Township of Toronto as originally planned. The recommendation 
of your Committee is that the Engineer be instructed to obtain a traf- 
fic study on this portion of the Fifth Line West and that arrangements 
be made for the Committee to discuss this matter with the Minister 
of Highways. We recommend the approval of these recommenda- 
tions. 


8. We are in receipt of plans and an estimate from the Engi- 
neering Department for the construction of the new machinery shed 
at the Derry West Yard. The estimated cost of the construction for 
4,000 sq. ft. of floor area is $21,700.00 for a block building with a pre- 
cast cellular concrete roof supported by steel trusses. This is $3,100.00 
less than the estimate for a steel building of comparable floor area. 
The recommendation of the Committee is that the Engineer be au- 
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thorized to proceed with this construction by using County forces as 
much as possible.

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NOVEMBER REPORT OF THE GOOD ROADS COMMITTEE 
To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


1. We are in receipt of a letter from the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion of the Township of Toronto regarding the allocation of costs for 
watermain relocations necessitated by road construction projects. 
We recommend that the Engineer be instructed to discuss this matter 
with the Utilities Commission, the Township Engineering Department 
and the Ontario Department of Highways and present a report re- 
garding this matter to the Committee for consideration. 


2. We have a letter from Meadowvale Developments Lid., re- 
garding land required for the construction of Derry Road West. A 
claim for compensation for lands expropriated is given. We recom- 
mend that the Land Purchaser be instructed to attempt to negotiate a 
settlement for the land required.

The 
Solicitors also advise that a claim will not be made until the work is 
completed. Your Committee wishes to advise that the Engineering 
Department has contacted Dr. Christie regarding this matter and ore 
regrading the entrance to the parking lot in accordance with the 
owner's instructions. We recommend that this be filed. 


4. We have a letter from the Town of Brampton requesting a 
further traffic study to determine whether the installation of traffic 
signals are warranted at the intersection of Queen Street West and 
McLaughlin Road. The recommendation of your Committee is that 
the Town of Brampton be advised that an extensive study was made 
of this intersection in March, 1961, at which time signals were not 
warranted. A further recommendation of this report was that a 
supplement study be carried out after the Plaza and proposed Service 
Station at the intersection had been in operation for a period of 
twelve months. As it is the intention of the Committee to review this 
intersection in 1962, we recommend that a further study should not 
now be undertaken.

To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 


Your Committee on Emergency Measures begs to report as fol- 
lows: 


1. We recommend approval for payment accounts listed on the 
attached paysheet totalling $636.30. 


2. The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 
“Whereas it has come to the attention of the Council of the Corpora- 
tion of the County of Peel that a deplorable financial situation exists 
with regard to the Emergency Measures Organization within the 
structure of the Government of the Province of Ontario and, 


Whereas the Government of the Province of Ontario has not ap- 
propriated in this fiscal year, an amount adequate to procure the full 
quota of public funds allocated to Ontario by the Government of 
Canada for Emergency Measures purposes. Consequently, an 
amount of two hundred thousand dollars will be unexpended and 
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will revert to the Consolidated Revenue Fund or shall be re-allocated 
to other Provinces to the prejudice of Civil emergency planning, 
organization, training and operation in the Province of Ontario, and, 


Whereas the recent National Exercise revealed serious short- 
comings with regard to availability of facilities to provide for emer- 
gency communications to join the County Government to the Federal- 
Provincial-Army Relocation Site at Camp Borden. 


BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED that the Council of the Corporation 
of the County of Peel, with due sincerity, respectfully requests the 
Government of the Province of Ontario to accept their full Emergency 
Measures responsibilities to the Municipal Government by taking 
whatever action they may deem necessary to procure the maximum

DECEMBER REPORT OF THE GOOD ROADS COMMITTEE 


To the Warden and Council of the County of Peel. 
Your Committee on Good Roads beg to report as follows: 


l. Weare in receipt of payment in the amount of $10,000.00 from 
the Ontario Department of Highways for lands purchased from the 
County for the improvement of Highway No. 5. We recommend that 
this be received. 


2. We have a letter from the Village of Streetsville requesting 
a traffic survey at the intersection of Queen and Thomas Streets, to 
determine if traffic signals are now warranted. This intersection was 
studied in April, 1960, at which time signals were not warranted. We 
recommend that the Engineer be instructed to proceed with this study. 


3. We have a letter from the General Accident Assurance 
Company of Canada, insurers for the County of Peel, advising that in 
the future all claims will be investigated directly by the Company 
rather than by local Insurance Adjusters as in the past. We recom- 
mend that this be filed. 


4. A letter received from the Public Utilities Commission of the 
Township of Toronto and referred to the Engineer has been considered 
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by your Committee. A report regarding this matter prepared by the 
Engineer is attached for the information of Council. The recommen- 
dation of the Committee is that the Public Utilities Commission of the 
Township of Toronto be advised that since there is existing legislation 
that adequately protects the interests of the Commission and the Road 
Authority in the allocation of costs for utility relocations that an agree- 
ment between the Commission and the County of Peel is not required. 


5. The present County Road into Inglewood was constructed 
in the early 1940's. To facilitate this construction a creek was diverted 
and has been causing erosion to lands owned by Mr. Howard Clark. 
The following resolution was passed by your Committee: 


‘Resolved that the Engineer be instructed to contact Mr. Howard 
Clark, of Inglewood, to determine what works are required to prevent 
future erosion caused by the diversion of a creek to facilitate road 
construction into Inglewood. Be it further resolved that the Engineer 
be instructed to repair this to the satisfaction of Mr. Clark and the 
County.’ We recommend the approval of this resolution.

“Resolved that the Warden and Clerk be authorized to sign the 
expropriation plan for road widening on County Road No. 14 (17 
Sideroad) from Highway No. 10 to the 6th Line West, Township of 
Chinguacousy.’’ We recommend the approval of this resolution. 


7. We have a letter from Mr. A. B. Snider, of Brampton, enquiring 
if the land adjacent to the Brampton By-Pass at the intersection of 
No. 10 Sideroad and the Ist Line East in the Township of Chingua- 
cousy is for sale. The recommendation of the Committee is that Mr.

Re: Relocation of Services 


A letter received from the Public Utilities Commission of the 
Township of Toronto received by the Committee at the October meet- 
ing was referred to the Engineer for a report The following is sub- 
mitted for the consideration of the Committee: 


The letter indicated that the present arrangement between the 
County and the Commission regarding the allocation of costs incurred 
in the relocation of watermains necessitated by road construction 
projects is not satisfactory to the Commission. The recommendation 
of the Commission is as follows: 


(a) Where the watermain has been constructed less than 10 
years, relocation should be undertaken at the full expense 
of the road authority. 


(b) Where the watermain has been constructed less than 20 
years, the relocation should be undertaken at 50% of the 
total cost to the road authority. 


(c) Where the watermain has been constructed more than 20 
years, the relocation should be done on the basis of 50% of 
labour cost to the road authority. 


A meeting was held with the Public Utilities Commission Man- 
ager, the Toronto Township Works Department and the County En- 
gineering Department to discuss this matter. There appeared to be 
some doubt as to whether the Utilities Commission would be govern- 
ed by the provisions of the Public Service Works on Highways Act, a 
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copy of which is attached for the information of the Committee. When 
it was pointed out that this Act did apply to the Commission, a fact 
that had previously been verified by the Legal Department of the 
Province and that the County had in the past, and were in the future 
prepared to abide by the provisions of this Act in dealing with all 
the various Utilities Commissions throughout the County there appear- 
ed to be no justification in considering a special agreement with the 
Utilities Commission of the Township of Toronto. 


The recommendation of this report is therefore that the Public 
Utilities Commission of the Township of Toronto be advised that since 
there is existing legislation that adequately protects the interests of 
the Commission and the Road Authority in the allocation of costs for 
utility relocations that an agreement between the Commission and 
the County of Peel is not required.
